Roger  Chikhani  calling  the  assas¬ 
sination  “a  cowardly  terrorist  act.”

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  denounced  the  killing  of 
Dr.  Malcolm  Kerr  in  Beirut  on 
Wednesday,  but  vowed  the  actions 
of  “despicable  assassins”  will  not  al¬ 
ter  or  derail  his  Middle  East  policy  or 
weaken  the  U.S.  commitment  to 
Lebanon. 

“Terrorism  must  not  be,  allowed  to 
take  control  of  our  lives,  actions  or 
future  of  ourselves  and  our  friends,” 
Reagan  declared  in  a  statement 
issued  by  the  White  House. 

Kerr,  52,  president  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  University  of  Beirut,  was  shot 
by  gunmen  using  silencer-equipped 
pistols  as  he  stepped  out  of  an  eleva¬ 
tor  near  his  office. 

Islamic  extremists  already 
blamed  for  two  terrorist  bombings 
against  American  targets  in  Beirut 


Monday,  and  the  Catholic  school  sys¬ 
tem  said  it  would  also  shut  down  in 
mourning  for  the  head  of  the  uni¬ 
versity,  which  it  called  “the  comer-  , 
stone  of  culture  in  Lebanon.” 

Kerr,  whose  father  taught  medi¬ 
cine  at  the  school,  had  replaced 
David  Dodge,  the  acting  president 
who  was  kidnapped  from  the  campus 
and  held  captive  in  Iran  for  exactly 
one  year.  He  was  released,  with  the 
help  of  Syria,  last  July. 

Kerr  had  spent  his  entire  life ' 
studying  the  Middle  East.  He  took 
the  position  in  Beirut  after  a  20-year 
career  at  the  University  of  Califor¬ 
nia,  Los  Angeles,  as  director  of  the 
Center  for  Near  Eastern  studies. 

The  official  statement  from  the 


claimed  responsibility  for  the  assas¬ 
sination.  A  caller  to  the  French  news 
agency  said  the  killing  of  Kerr  was 
directed  against  the  U.S.  military 
presence  in  Lebanon. 

The  State  Department  branded 
the  assassination  “an  outrageous  and 
contemptible  act.”  Spokesman  Alan 
Romberg  expressed  “our  deepest 
sympathy  to  the  Kerr  family”  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  U.S.  government. 

Reagan  said  he  learned  of  the  kill¬ 
ing  “with  the  greatest  shock  and  sad¬ 
ness.”  He  praised  Kerr  for  working 
“tirelessly  and  courageously  to 
maintain  the  principles  of  academic 
freedom  and  excellence  in  educa¬ 
tion.” 

Reagaq  also  said,  “Dr.  Kerr’s  un¬ 
timely  ana  tragic  death  at  the  hands 
of  those  despicable  assassins  must

No  ex¬ 
plosion  followed  the  fire,  the  officials 
said. 

The  colliery  is  one  of  Japan’s 
largest  coal  mines  with  annual  output 
of  about  5  million  tons,  accounting  for 
a  quarter  of  the  nation’s  total  produc¬ 
tion. 

The  Mining  Safety  Management 
Bureau  in  Fukuoka,  where  the  mine 
is  located,  said  investigations  were 
underway  to  determine  the  cause  of 
the  fire. 


Shultz,  Gromyko  talk; 
discuss  weather,  war 


STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (UPI)  — 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  and 
Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Andrei 
Gromyko  met  Wednesday  for  the  first 
time  since  relations  iced  over  five 
months  ago,  but  began  by  discussing 
cold  weather  and  not  cold  war. 

Shultz  went  to  the  Soviet  Embassy 
on  the  Marieberg,  overlooking  Lake 
Malaren  in  a  snowstorm,  for  after¬ 
noon  talks  with  the  veteran  Soviet 
diplomat. 

Despite  an  angry  morning  speech 
to  the  European  security  conference 
in  which  Gromyko  charged  that  “nuc¬ 
lear  war  is  the  policy  of  the  United 
States,”  the  usually  dour  diplomat 
seemed  cordial  facing  Shultz  in  the 
wood-paneled  room.  t 

Shultz  strode  into  the  marble  lobby 
past  a  bust  of  Lenin  and  through  a 
reception  room  overlooked  by  a  large 
photograph  of  Soviet  President  Yuri 
Andropov. 

Mineral  water,  club  soda  and 
cigarettes  were  on  the  lacquered 
brown  conference  table  with  a  bowl  of 
sugar  and  sliced  lemons,  apparently 
for  a  later  serving  of  tea. 

Shultz  was  accompanied  by  the 
U.S.  ambassador  to  Moscow,  Arthur 
Hartman;  Richard  Burt,  assistant 
secretary  of  state  for  Europe;  Jack 
Matlock,  a  Soviet  expert  with  the 
National  Security  Council;  and  inter¬ 


preter  William  Krimer. 

Directly  across  from  him  was 
Gromyko,  accompanied  by  his  per¬ 
sonal  assistant,  Vasily  Makharov; 
Georgi  Komyenko,  the  first  deputy 
foreign  minister;  S.P  Tarasenko,  de¬ 
puty  director  of  U.S.  affairs  in  the 
Soviet  Foreign  Ministry;  and  inter¬ 
preter  Viktor  Sukhodrev. 

“You  have  to  come  to  the  United 
States  to  find  out  how  cold  this  winter 
is,”  Shultz  said  at  the  start  of  the  ses- 

“I’ve  read  reports  about  the  frost,” 
Gromyko  replied.  “Muscovites  can 
say,  now  the  Americans  know  what 
frost  means.” 

“That’s  right,”  Shultz  answered. 

Gromyko  and  Shultz  last  met  in 
Madrid  in  September —  a  stormy  con¬ 
frontation  that  followed  the  shooting 
down  by  Soviet  fighters  Sept.  1  of  a 
South  Korean  airliner  over  the  north¬ 
ern  Sea  of  Japan.  All  269  people 
aboard  were  killed. 

Since  then,  the  United  States  has 
begun  deployment  of  572  Pershing-2 
and  cruise  missiles  in  NATO  coun¬ 
tries  to  counter  the  triple-warhead 
Soviet  SS20s,  prompting  Moscow  to 
break  off  all  arms  and  troop  reduction 
negotiations. 

The  Kremlin  has  warned  it  will  not 
resume  the  talks  until  the  missiles  are 
removed.

An  early  afternoon  fire  Wednesday  did  almost 
$25,000  damage  to  an  Orem  home. 

The  fire  at  the  residence  of  Linda  Berbert  at  1050 
E.  680  North  was  reported  at  12:33  p.m. ,  said  Capt. 
Van  Orman  of  Orem  Fire  Department’s  Station 
Two.  The  fire  had  been  going  for  about  two  hours 
when  it  was  reported  by  a  neighbor,  he  said. 

The  fire  started  in  the  master  bedroom  of  the 
home  near  the  bed.  Berbert  was  at  work,  and  no 
one  was  home  at  the  time  of  the  fire. 

Nine  firefighters,  two  fire  engines  and  one  res¬ 
cue  unit  responded  to  the  fire,  but  only  one  engine 
was  used,  Orman  said. 

The  fire  was  contained  in  10  to  15  minutes,  Or¬ 
man  said,  but  firefighters  remained  at  the  sight  for 
about  two  hours  mopping  up.  Cause  of  the  fire  was 
undetermined  Wednesday. 

The  roof  and  floor  of  the  second-story  bedroom 
were  damaged  by  the  blaze.  There  also  was  smoke 
damage  throughout  the  house  and  water  damage 
downstairs,  Orman  said. 

The  fire  was  first  spotted  when  Kathy  Anderson, 
of  1027  E.  680  North,  noticed  the  smoke  from  the 
Berbert  residence  as  she  was  watching  the  noon 
hour  news. 

She  said  her  curtains  were  open  since  the  sun  was 
out  “for  a  change,”  and  she  thought  it  was  foggy 
outside.  Upon  closer  scrutiny  she  saw  that  it  was 
smoke. 

Anderson  called  the  fire  department  and  then 
called  to  her  husband  who  went  with  another  neigh¬ 
bor  and  turned  off  the  gas  and  electricity  at  the 
Berbert  home. 

Carl  Guymon,  a  neighbor  cleaning  up  the  house 
after  the  fire,  noticed  a  flare  up  at  about  3  p.m. 
Firefighters  returned  to  put  the  flames  out. 

Guymon  continued  working  at  the  house  draining 
the  pipes  and  turning  on  the  furnace  so  the  pipes 
would  not  freeze  overnight.  He  said  he  would  check 
the  house  every  couple  of  hours  Wednesday  night 
to  make  sure  the  blaze  did  not  spark  up  again. 

Another  neighbor,  Dave  Nelson,  a  carpenter, 
and  other  neighbors  worked  on  filling  in  the  holes  in 
the  walls,  floor  and  roof. 


Provo  City  Council 
puts  Heritage  on  hold 
pending  further  study

Provo  City  Council  members  de¬ 
cided  Tuesday  not  to  pass  an  induce¬ 
ment  resolution  to  issue  $85  million  in 
Industrial  Revenue  Bonds  to  the 
proposed  Heritage  Mountain  Ski  Re¬ 
sort.  The  council  said  they  had  not 
been  aware  of  a  change  in  the  bonding 
format. 

Heritage  Mountain  developers  had 
filed  an  application  for  final  approval 
of  their  project  prior  to  the  council 
meeting. 

The  council  had  expected  to  ex¬ 
amine  an  inducement  resolution 
which,  if  accepted,  would  show  their 
willingness  to  enter  a  memorandum 
of  agreement  to  issue  the  bonds.  In  a 
study  meeting  Jan.  11,  the  council  de¬ 
cided  that  if  they  accepted  the  induce¬ 
ment  resolution,  they  would  review 
Heritage  Mountain’s  financial  stabil¬ 
ity  before  entering  into  a  memoran¬ 
dum  of  agreement  with  the  de¬ 
velopers. 

Shortly  before  Tuesday’s  council 
meeting,  council  members  were 
handed  a  revised  ordinance  in  which 
the  inducement  resolution  and  the 
memorandum  of  agreement  had  been 
tied  together  in  accordance  with  a 
1979  federal  regulation.  They  had 
never  been  informed  of  the  regulation 
and  did  not  realize  that  agreeing  to 
the  inducement  would  also  commit 
the  city  to  a  memorandum  of  agree¬ 
ment. 

Richard  Fox,  attorney  for  Heritage 
Mountain,  explained  that  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  requires  a  binding 
agreement  between  the  borrower  and 
city,  which  is  why  they  tied  the  in¬ 
ducement  and  agreement  actions 
together. 

Because  they  had  been  unaware  of 
the  format  change  prior  to  Tuesday’s 
meeting,  several  council  members 
voted  not  to  enter  into  the  bond 
agreement  until  more  time  could  be 


spent  studying  and  discussing  the 
change. 

“I  voted  no,  not  against  the  project, 
but  for  the  plea  for  information  up 
front, ’’said  Council  Chairman  Merrill 
Martin.  “Next  time  we  have  an  IRB,  I 
want  to  have  these  resolutions  and 
memorandum  of  agreement  in  plenty 
of  time  to  go  over  them  carefully  and 
be  able  to  address  the  issue  in  study 
session  and  never  again  have  this 
situation  we’ve  had  tonight.” 

Fox  explained  that  the  council 
would  still  have  the  opportunity  to 
examine  Heritage  Mountain’s  fi¬ 
nances  after  entering  into  the  memor¬ 
andum  of  agreement  and  could  stop 
the  bonding  process  if  they  are  not 
happy  with  what  they  see. 

Council  member  Charles  Henson 
said,  “Nothing  could  happen  without 
a  public  hearing,  therefore,  we  could 
delay  the  hearing  to  a  time  at  which 
we  have  that  financial  data.” 

Council  member  Keith  Roos  said 
that  Heritage  Vice-Chairman  Wayne 
Saunders  “pointed  out  that  the  finan¬ 
cial  package  would  not  be  put 
together  unless  there  is  authorization 
for  this  memorandum  of  agreement. 
So  that  implies  that  we  wouldn’t  get 
the  financial  data  if  we  waited  to  see  it 
before  we  sign.” 

Saunders  invited  council  members 
to  come  to  Heritage  Mountain  offices 
to  look  at  their  finances  and  said, 
“We’d  like  to  have  that  review  as 
much  as  you’d  like  to  have  it.” 

Richard  Dalebout,  an  attorney  for 
the  city,  said  that  when  the  council 
looks  at  the  developer’s  financing 
they  will  find  $16  or  $17  million  that 
has  been  placed  into  escrow,  a  con¬ 
tract  showing  “how,  and  for  what” 
that  money  can  be  spent  and  a  pros¬ 
pectus  or  proposal  for  the  rest  of  the 

“None  of  this  will  fall  into  place  un¬ 
til  this  IRB  falls  into  place  because 
other  investors  will  not  make  a  bind¬ 
ing  commitment  without  it,”  he  said.

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Supreme  Court  ruling 
favors  reporters,  public 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  The  Supreme  Court 
ruled  unanimously  Wednesday  that  judges  may 
only  in  “rare  instances”  bar  reporters  and  the  pub¬ 
lic  from  jury  selection  in  a  criminal  trial. 

In  a  decision  hailed  by  press  groups,  Chief  Jus¬ 
tice  Warren  Burger  suggested  that  such  proceed¬ 
ings  may  only  be  closed  by  a  judge  when  there  is 
good  reason  to  believe  that  a  prospective  juror 
might  be  publicly  embarrassed  by  questioning  in 
open  court. 

But  other  justices,  joining  Burger’s  ruling  but 
writing  separately,  said  jurors’  privacy  rights  re¬ 
main  to  be  settled  in  the  future. 

The  9-0  ruling  came  in  a  case  brought  by  the 
Riverside,  Calif.,  Press-Enterprise,  which 
appealed  the  decision  of  a  judge  who  barred  the 
public  and  reporters  from  most  jury  selection  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  a  1981  murder  trial,  then  refused  to 
give  reporters  a  transcript  of  those  proceedings. 

“Closed  proceedings,  although  not  absolutely 
precluded,  must  be  rare  and  only  for  cause  shown 
that  outweighs  the  value  of  openness,”  Burger 
wrote  in  finding  that  the  trial  judge  acted  wrongly. 

Three  justices  wrote  concurring  opinions  to 
emphasize  that  the  ruling  does  not  cancel  the  right 
of  prospective  jurors  to  privacy  during  pre-trial 
proceedings. 

Justice  Harry  Blackmun,  for  example,  said,  “A 
juror  has  a  valid  interest  in  not  being  required  to 
disclose  to  all  the  world  highly  personal  or  embar¬ 
rassing  information  simply  because  he  is  called  to 
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do  his  public  c}uty.” 

Press-Enterprise  Executive  Editor  Norman 
Chemiss  said  he  was  “pleased”  by  the  decision. 

“It  seems  to  us  to  have  been  essentially  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  what  the  court  has  ruled  before  —  that  the 
openness  the  court  wants  for  trials  should  also  app¬ 
ly  to  jury  selection.  It’s  a  victory  for  the  press  and 
the  public  too  if  you  believe  in  open  trials,”  Cher- 
niss  said. 

Army  engineers  testify 
helicopter  not  spying 

PALMEROLA,  Honduras  (UPI)  —  Two  U.S. 
Army  survivors  from  the  Nicaraguan  gunfire  that 
killed  an  American  pilot  denied  Nicaraguan 
charges  Wednesday  they  were  on  a  spy  mission  but 
conceded  they  may  have  strayed  over  Nicaraguan 
territory. 

Capt.  Robert  Green,  39,  and  Capt.  Christopher 
B.  Maitin,  27,  both  Army  engineers,  gave  their 
first  public  account  of  the  attack  last  Wednesday 
that  killed  Chief  Warrant,  Officer  Jeffery  Schwab, 
who  was  piloting  the  helicopter. 

The  three  were  “on  a  routine  administrative 
flight,  we  had  no  knowledge  we  were  lost  and  the 
pilot  gave  no  indication,”  said  Maitin  at  a  news 
conference  at  the  U.S.  military  base  at  Palmerola, 
60  miles  north  of  Tegucigalpa. 

The  base  is  U.S.  headquarters  for  the  Big  Pine  II 
maneuvers,  in  which  Schwab  was  participating 
when  killed. 

They  said  they  were  4,000  feet  above  an  open 
valley  when  the  firing  first  started,  coming  from 
light  automatic  weapons  and  a  small  machine  gun, 
and  the  first  shot  hit  the  helicopter  at  3,000  feet. 

“We  saw  the  tracers  and  heard  rounds  popping. 
When  it  hit,  it  felt  like  it  stopped  us  in  air,”  Maitin, 
of  Enos,  Mont.,  said. 

“The  pilot  (Schwab)  executed  a  superb,  basically 
miraculous,  landing  without  power  on  a  road  we 
later  discovered  to  be  in  Honduras,”  Maitin  said. 

Asked  if  they  could  have  strayed  over  Nicar¬ 
agua,  Green,  of  Dothan,  Ala.,  replied,  “It’s 
possible.”  /

thaw  in  relations  between  the  superpowers. 

“The  present  U.S.  administration  is  an  adminis¬ 
tration  thinking  in  terms  of  war  and  acting  accor¬ 
dingly,”  he  said  in  his  speech  to  the  delegates  at  the 
conference  on  disarmament  and  security  in 
Europe. 

The  icy  speech  preceded  a  meeting  between 
Gromyko  and  Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  — 
the  first  since  their  angry  confrontation  in  Madrid 
after  the  Soviets  shot  down  a  South  Korean  airliner 
Sept.  1  with  269  people  aboard. 

Several  foreign  ministers  at  the  35-nation  confer¬ 
ence,  which  is  designed  to  reduce  the  risk’ of  war, 
expressed  disappointment  at  the  harsh  tone  of  the. 
speech.

House  OKs 
controversial 
causeway  bill; 
passes  45-27 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  —  The  controversial 
bill  to  breach  the  causeway  on  Great  Salt  Lake  to 
minimize  south  shore  flooding  has  passed  in  the 
Utah  House,  but  it  may  be  challenged  by  a  more 
comprehensive  flooding  bill  in  the  Senate. 

“The  bill  is  duplicative  to  one  I  plan  to  introduce 
in  the  Senate  and  it  is  not  necessary,”  said  Sen. 
Fred  Finlinson,  R-Murray.  “I  question  if  the  bill 
that  passed  the  House  today  will  ever  make  it  to  the 
floor  of  the  Senate,”  Finlinson  said  Wednesday. 

The  bill  (HB30)  would  provide  $3.7  million  to 
breach  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Causeway  so 
water  in  the  lake’s  south  arm,  which  is  fed  by  run¬ 
off  from  the  Wasatch  Mountains,  can  flow  to  the 
north  arm  to  better  equalize  levels  of  the  lake. 

The  measure  passed  the  House  Wednesday,  45- 
27,  after  considerable  debate. 

But  the  Energy  and  Natural  Resources  Study 
Committee  earlier  approved  a  proposal  to  spend 
more  than  $46  million  to  help  pay  for  last  spring’s 
damages  and  prepare  for  expected  disasters  this 
year. 

Finlinson,  co-chairman  of  that  committee,  said 
he  will  sponsor  the  comprehensive  flooding  bill 
which  is  being  prepared  for  introduction  this  week. 

Finlinson’s  bill  also  provides  $3.7  million  to 
breach  the  causeway,  plus  it  allocates  another  $3.5 
million  to  prepare  an  environmental  impact  state¬ 
ment  and  engineering  study  on  a  project  to  pump 
Great  Salt  Lake  water  into  the  desert. 

“My  bill  also  gives  us  the  trigger  we  need  to  bond 
for  up  to  $50  million  to  begin  construction  on  the 
pumping  project,”  he  said. 

The  bill  that  passed  the  House  on  Wednesday 
provides  only  for  the  breaching  of  the  causeway. 
Sponsor  Orval  Harrison,  R-Salt  Lake,  said  the 
breach  should  take  place  as  soon  as  possible  so 
water  can  begin  flowing  into  the  north  arm  before 
the  heavy  runoff  season  begins  this  spring. 

Fishing,  hunting 
lifetime  permit  bill 
passes  in  House 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  —  The  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Utah  Legislature  has  advanced 
a  bill  aimed  at  hunters  and  fishermen  and  also  ,  de¬ 
signed  to  increase  funds  for  the  State  Division  of 
Wildlife  Resources. 

The  House  on  Wednesday  passed  a  bill  that 
would  provide  recreation  enthusiasts  an  opportun¬ 
ity  to  buy  a  lifetime  combination  hunting  and 
fishing  license  for  $500. 

The  measure  (HB66)  would  require  the  revenues 
from  the  lifetime  license  fees  be  deposited  in  a  trust 
fund,  which  would  then  be  invested.  Interest 
earned  from  the  trust  account  would  be  used  to 
enhance  the  state’s  wildlife  program. 

Rep.  Jack  DeMann,  R-Murray,  said  the  bill 
would  be  a  “win-win”  situation.  He  said  it  would  be 
a  benefit  for  the  outdoorsman  who  could  recoup  his 
investment  in  a  little  over  21  years  by  purchasing  a 
lifetime  license  rather  than,  buying  seasonal  fishing 
and  hunting  licenses  each  year. 

He  also  said  it  would  benefit  the  Division  of  Wild¬ 
life  Resources  because  it  would  provide  it  with  an 
immediate  interest-bearing  account  from  which  it 
could  draw  on  to  improve  its  own  resources. 

DeMann  said  the  bill,  which  passed  the  House  by 
a  57-11  vote,  would  initially  take  about  $4,000  from 
the  current  Wildlife  Resources  operating  account. 
He  said  that  assumes  500  outdoorsmen  would  opt  to 
buy  the  lifetime  license  and  put  their  fees  in  the 
trust  fund,  rather  than  purchase  the  seasonal 
licenses  that  would  send  the  money  to  the  operating 
account.

Bombing  suspect 
to  be  arraigned 
after  treatment 

OGDEN,  Utah  (UPI)  —  A  suspect  in  the  explo¬ 
sion  of  a  pipe  bomb  was  taken  to  the  psychiatric 
ward  for  observation  at  the  same  hospital  where 
thp  device  exploded,  police  say. 

Ogden  police  also  said  they  expect  Mark  Uberg, 
26,  an  operating  room  technician,  to  be  arraigned 
today  in  Third  Circuit  Court  for  the  bomb  explosion 
at  McKay-Dee  Hospital  on  Tuesday  night. 

Officers  questioned  Uberg  on  Wednesday  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  planting  of  three  bombs,  one  that 
exploded  and  injured  him,  police  said. 

Hospital  officials  said  no  patients  were  injured. 

Detectives  said  at  least  three  pipe  bombs  were 
planted  in  a  hospital  locker  room  in  the  surgery 
area.  One  of  the  bombs  exploded  about  8  p.m.  Tues¬ 
day,  but  caused  only  minor  damage  to  the  area  in 
the  hospital’s  basement. 

The  other  two  devices  blew  out  the  ends  of  the 
pipes  and  flying  metal  caused  a  fire  sprinkler  sys¬ 
tem  to  spray  the  area  with  water.  It  took  firemen 
and  hospital  employees  more  than  an  hour  to  clean 
up  the  mess. 

Police  said  the  hospital  had  received  a  telephone 
call  Monday  saying  a  bomb  had  been  planted  in  one 
of  the  locker  rooms,  But  searches  of  the  building  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  failed  to  disclose  the  location 
of  the  bombs.

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Provo  shivers  in  record  lows 


If  you  thought  Wednesday  was  cold,  it  was.  The 
temperature  reached  15  degrees  below  zero  during 
the  early  morning  hours,  a  record  low  in  at  least 
five  years  for  the  Provo  area,  according  to  BYU 
weather  observer  David  James. 

The  closest  the  temperature  has  come  to  that  in 
the  last  few  years  was  13  degrees  below  zero  in 
February  1982,  he  said.  At  that  time,  a  warming 
trend  followed  the  cold  snap.  But  in  this  case,  the 
weather  is  expected  to  remain  cold,  although 
temperatures  will  moderate  somewhat  by  the  end 
of  the  week. 

The  forecast  of  the  National  Weather  Service  is 
for  temperatures  -5  to  5  degrees  Thursday  night, 
but  possibly  warming  to  20  to  25  degrees  Friday. 

Areas  beyond  Provo  have  experienced  tempera¬ 
tures  equally  cold.  James  said  a  Utah  record  was 
broken  Wednesday  in  Logan  Canyon,  where  the 
temperature  hit  65  degrees  below  zero.  The  pre¬ 


vious  record,  set  in  Woodruff,  was  50  degrees  be¬ 
low  zero. 

Sub-zero  temperatures  in  West  Bountiful  snap¬ 
ped  a  power  line  and  left  the  area  without  electric¬ 
ity  for  4  V2  hours. 

Long  distance  telephone  circuits  were  also  brief¬ 
ly  knocked  out  between  Salt  Lake  City  and  Grand 
Junction,  Colo. 

James  said  the  cold  is  due  to  north  winds  coming 
from  Canada.  The  winds  should  shift  to  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  by  the  end  of  the  week,  causing 
slightly  warmer  temperatures. 

As  well  as  cold  temperatures,  snowfall  has  been 
above  normal.  James  said  there  have  been  76  inches 
of  snow  at  BYU  so  far  this  winter,  and  there  is  still 
much  winter  weather  ahead.  For  the  last  two 
years,  the  total  inches  for  the  entire  season  was  77. 

He  said  there  were  only  five  days  in  December  in 
which  there  was  no  snow  on  the  ground.

Hawaii,  San  Diego  State  on  tap 


Cougars  begin  Pacific  trip

BYU’s  basketball  team  goes  on  its  Pacific  road 
trip  this  week  as  the  Cougars  take  on  the  Hawaii 
Rainbows  and  the  San  Diego  State  Aztecs. 

The  Cougars,  who  have  won  six  of  their  last  eight 
games,  are  coming  off  a  thrilling  113-105  double¬ 
overtime  victory  against  Utah  last  Saturday  in  the 
Marriott  Center.  The  win  gives  B YU  a  1-0  record  in 
Western  Athletic  Conference  play  and  a  7-4  mark 
overall. 

“Give  Utah  credit  for  coming  on  to  a  foreign 
court,  shooting  that  well  and  hanging  in  there 
under  tough  conditions,”  said  BYU  Head  Coach 
Ladell  Andersen.  “They  never  did  get  the  en¬ 
couragement  of.  going  ahead  in  the  game  until  the 
first  overtime.” 

BYU  All-America  candidate  Devin  Durrant, 
who  played  the  entire  game,  scored  34  points  for

the  Cougars  while  Brett  Applegate  scored 
points  and  pulled  down  15  rebounds. 

After  the  game,  Utah  Head  Coach  Lynn  Archi¬ 
bald  said  the  play  of  Applegate  was  a  key  to  BYU’s 
victory.  “I  think  one  of  the  biggest  keys  to  the  game 
was  Applegate.  He  made  some  key  free  throws  and 
some  key  buckets  at  the  end  of  the  game.” 

Applegate  was  not  the  only  Cougar  to  hit  free 
throws,  however.  As  a  team,  BYU  set  a  Marriott 
Center  record  for  most  free  throws  made  by  mak¬ 
ing  37  of  45  attempts  from  the  charity  stripe. 

Although  the  Cougars  have  won  six  of  their  last 
eight  games,  Andersen  said  his  team  still  needs 
improvement. 

“After  reviewing  the  films  and  tapes  over  the 
weekend,  and  from  a  technical  standpoint,  we  have 
a  lot  of  work  to  do  in  certain  areas.  Although  we  had 
only  eight  turnovers,  we  happened  to  turn  the  ball 
over  at  very  critical  times.” 

“You  have  to  stand  up  and  cheer  when  you  only 
make  eight  turnovers,”  Andersen  said.  “But  our 
turnovers  were  major  league  ones;  not  just  little 
ones.  When  you  have  a  turnover  that  allows  them 
to  score,  that’s  a  four-point  swing,  and  we  can’t 
afford  that.” 

Andersen  said  another  problem  for  the  Cougars 
is  court  position. 

“When  you  have  a  running  team  —  and  I  feel  we 
have  a  good  one  —  and  you  meet  a  team  that  has 
quickness,  such  as  Utah,  it  makes  your  players  look 
a  little  slow. 

“But  we  weren’t  getting  where  we  should  have 
been,”  Andersen  said.  “Generally  it  comes  down  to 
condition  or  know-how.”

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Guest  teacher  offers  'push'

The  last  thing  most  students  need  is  more  work, 
but  advanced  ballet  students  have  enjoyed  the  rigo- 
rious  training  from  Cheng  Li-Chou. 

The  guest  teacher,  originally  from  Peking,  has 
been  working  with  BYU  students  since  before 
Christmas,  choreographing  a  number  that  they  will 
perform  later  in  the  year. 

“The  BYU  students  have  basic  training  in  clas¬ 
sical  ballet,  they  just  need  to  be  pushed.  They  need 
more  hard  rehearsal.  I  teach  very  difficult  combina¬ 
tions  and  the  students  follow  me  very  well,”  Cheng 


“He  works  professionally.  He  is  artistic  and  ev¬ 
erything  he  does  has  a  purpose,”  said  Roxanne 
Smith,  a  graduate  student  from  Kaysville,  Utah. 
“Mr.  Cheng  is  an  excellent  teacher  and  he  teaches 
the  concepts  very  clearly.” 

In  1954,  the  Chinese  government  brought  Rus¬ 
sian  teachers  into  Peking  to  open  a  ballet  school. 
Because  of  his  tall  body  structure,  Cheng  was 
selected  to  be  a  student  at  the  school  for  the  next 
four  years. 


After  completing  school  in  1961,  Cheng  became  a 
member  of  The  Peking  Central  Ballet,  which  was 
formed  in  1959.  He  performed  many  Russian  clas¬ 
sical  ballets  including,  “Swan  Lake”  and  his  favo¬ 
rite,  “Giselle. ,r 

Cheng  later  became  rehearsal  director  for  the 
company,  “but  was  very  sad  because  he  was  not 
performing.” 

“Those  were  my  golden  years  of  dancing.  I  keep 
telling  students  they  should  begin  dancing  at  a 
young  age,  because  the  prime  years  for  a  dancer  are 
young  -  between  18  and  35. 

“I  will  soon  be  40  years  old,  so  I  no  longer  dance.  I 
want  to  give  my  ideas  to  other  people.  If  they  can 
become  good  dancers  and  use  what  I  give  them,  I 
will  be  very  happy,”  he  said. 

Because  of  China’s  cultural  revolution,  there  was 
a  major  change  in  ballet  and  all  of  the  arts.  The 
Russian  teachers  were  also  asked  to  leave  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  with  them  went  classical  ballet. 

“For  10  years,  we  did  no  classical  ballet,”  Cheng 
said.  “We  performed  only  two  ballets,  ‘The  White- 
Haired  Girl’  and  ‘The  Detachment  of  Red  Guards’, 
and  those  were  revolutionary  stories.” 

Classical  ballet  eventually  returned  to  China  in 
1979.  The  ballet  school  became  the  Peking  Dance 
Academy  and  Cheng  taught  the  most  advanced 
students. 

“I  realized  if  I  wanted  to  learn  more  about  the 
arts  I  would  have  to  leave  China.  In  1980,  I 
obtained  a  student  visa  to  come  to  New  York  City 
and  study,”  he  said.  Cheng  brought  with  him  his 
wife,  Yi-Chi  Zhou,  and  their  8-year-old  son. 

“I  studied  at  New  York  University.  In  New  York 
I  met  a  dancer  from  Utah’s  Repertory  Dance  Thea¬ 
ter  who  told  me  about  an  opening  in  the  University 
of  Utah  Ballet  Department.”  Cheng  sent  his  re¬ 
sume  to  the  university  and  was  accepted  on  staff. 

Cheng,  his  wife  and  son  are  currently  living  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  since  Cheng  still  teaches  in  the. 
University  of  Utah  Ballet  department.  Cheng’s- 
wife  auditioned  last  semester  for  a  teaching  job  and 
is  currently  teaching  dance  part  time  at  BYU. 

“The  people  inJJtah  are  very  nice.  I  love  it  here.  I 
have  trouble  with  the  language  and  culture,  but  a 
lot  of  people  give  me  help.  We  would  like  to  stay 
here  because  the  heart  is  always  warm,”  he  said. 

Although  Cheng  is  very  happy  in  the  United 
States,  he  does  miss  China.  “I  miss  my  country.  My 
country  is  beautiful  and  the  people  are  very  nice.” 

Cheng  said  his  parents  continue  to  live  in  Peking 
with  his  brother  and  he  does  hope  to  visit  them  in 
China  someday.

Women  assert  need 
for  proper  health  care 


Tickets  for 
jazz  concert 
go  on  sale

Women’s  health  is  quickly  becoming  one  of  the 
most  talked  about  topics  in  health  science  today. 

Women  are  becoming  more  assertive  about  their 
needs,  said  Patti  Cannon,  director  of  the  Utah  Pre¬ 
menstrual  Syndrome  Center.  “There  was  a  time 
when  aches  and  pains  felt  by  women  were  ignored, 
but  now  they  are  beginning  to  assert  their  needs.  If 
one  physician  does  not  take  care  of  them,  they’ll  go 
to  someone  who  will.” 

40  percent 

Premenstrual  syndrome  may  be  the  newest 
women’s  health  issue  in  the  United  States.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  recent  surveys,  about  30  to  40  percent  of  the 
adult  female  population  within  childbearing  years 
in  the  United  States  experience  monthly  symptoms 
which  they  attribute  to  PMS. 

“Of  the  40  percent  of  the  women  who  are  affected 
by  PMS,  about  10  percent  of  them  are  suffering 
severely  and  need  medical  attention,”  said  Cannon. 

“Although  PMS  is  not  caused  by.  stress,  stress 
can  make  it  worse,  but  stress  can  make  anything 
more  complicated,”  she  said. 


More  stress 

“There  are  many  reasons  that  women  experience 
stress  now  that  were  non-existent  30  years  ago,” 
said  Keith  Karren  of  the  Health  Science  Depart¬ 
ment  at  BYU. 

“There  are  more  women  in  the  work  force  and  in 
addition  to  working  full  time  outside  their  home, 
they  have  four  or  five  children  at  home.  When  they 
go  home  from  work,  they  try  to  keep  up  with  the 
work  around  the  house. 

“Parenting  has  also  become  more  difficult.  Kids 
are  dealing  with  more  conflicts,  divorce  rates  are 
high  and  generally  there  is  more  stress  involved 


with  a  divorce  than  with  a  death,”  Karren  said. 

“More  people  are  able  to  relate  to  stress  than 
ever  before,  which  explains  the  reason  for  the  in¬ 
crease  in  articles  and  programs  dealing  with 
stress.” 


Karren  said  he  does  believe  there  is  such  a  thing  > 
as  PMS,  but  not  every  woman  who  experiences 
stress  and  some  of  the  PMS  symptoms  are  PMS 
victims.  “The  PMS  disorder  is  beginning  to  snow¬ 
ball.  Women  relate  with  the  symptoms  of  PMS  and 
some  automatically  assume  they  have  it  when  some 
actually  do  not.” 

Type  A 

“Women  with  PMS  symptoms  tend  to  be  Type  A 
people.  They  are  productive,  cheerful,  well  orga¬ 
nized,  have  a  high  self-esteem  and  are  tolerant  of 
others  for  the  first  two  or  three  weeks  of  their 
menstrual  cycle,  but  suddenly  become  incapable, 
suicidal,  violent,  withdrawn  or  unable  to  cope  with 
day-to-day  pressures  during  the  week  or  two  be¬ 
fore  the  onset  of  their  menstrual  period,”  Cannon 
said.  He  added  that  not  all  women  with  PMS  have 
these  symptoms. 

PMS  will  be  the  topic  of  a  two-day  conference  on 
the  BYU  campus  beginning  March  22.  The  confer¬ 
ence  will  feature  such  speakers  as  Patti  Cannon, 
Utah  PMS  Center  president;  D.  Corydon  Ham¬ 
mond,  co-Director  of  the  Sex  and  Marital  Therapy 
Clinic;  and  Ronald  Norris,  senior  consultant  of  The 
PMS  Program,  Inc. 

Brent  Hafen,  coordinator  of  the  PMS  conference, 
said  credit  is  available  for  attending  the  conference. 
Hafen  is  also  directing  a  course  at  BYU,  “Women’s 
Health  —  For  Women  Only,”  which  began  Winter 
Semester. 

“Many  universities  are  currently  developing 
courses  on  women’s  health,”  Hafen  said.  “This 
course  will  be  a  little  different,  since  our  discus¬ 
sions  of  such  topics  as  stress  or  self-esteem  can  be 
balanced  against  the  background  of  the  gospel  and 
the  unusual  philosophical  setting  we  find  ourselves 
in  at  this  university.” 

Class  goal 

“One  of  my  major  goals  for  the  course  is  to  expose 
the  class  members  to  the  different  kinds  of  health 
care  professionals  we  have  in  this  area  so  they  may 
recognize  the  resources  that  are  available  to  them,” 
Hafen  said.

Officer  struck  by  snowball, 
ex-student,  locals  arrested

A  former  BYU  student  and  two  local  men  were 
arrested  recently  after  pieces  of  a  snowball  they 
allegedly  threw  struck  a  Provo  police  officer  in 
the  eye. 

Capt.  Dwayne  Frazier  of  the  Provo  police  said 
the  officer  was  transported  to  Utah  Valley  Hos¬ 
pital  where  it  was  determined  that,  though  his 
cornea  was  nearly  punctured,  he  would  suffer  no 
permanent  eye  damage. 

Officer  Greg  Cram  was  patrolling  a  downtown 
Provo  area  on  the  night  of  Dec.  29  when  the 
incident  occurred,  Frazier  said.  A  snowball  first 
struck  the  windshield  of  his  patrol  car  and  frag¬ 
ments  of  a  second  snowball  flew  through  a  par¬ 
tially  open  window  on  the  driver’s  side  of  the  car, 
stiking  him  in  the  eye. 

Steven  Alkenia,  22, 1055  Ash  Ave. ,  Provo,  and 
former  BYU  student  Randy  B.  Olsen,  21,  of 
Salem,  Utah,  were  charged  with  assault  and 
throwing  missiles  (snowballs)  at  a  police  officer, 


Frazier  said. 

A  juvenile  was  also  involved  in  the  incident  and 
was  released  to  his  parents. 

One  of  the  men  arrested  was  scheduled  to  be 
married  in  the  Provo  Temple  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  the  day  after 
the  incident  occurred  but  he  spent  that  day  in  the 
Provo  City  Jail.  Frazier  said. 

“Our  advice  is  that  if  students  feel  they  must 
participate  in  throwing  snowballs  then  they 
should  go  to  an  isolated  area  and  throw  them  only 
at  each  other,”  said  University  Police  Chief 
Robert  Kelshaw. 

“Throwing  snowballs  is  a  lot  of  fun;  however, 
every  year  we  have  several  windows  that  are 
broken  on  campus  —  especially  in  the  housing 
areas,”  Kelshaw  said. 

Snowball  throwing  is  a  misdemeanor  crime, 
Kelshaw  said.  This  offense  is  punishable  by  up  to 
six  months  in  jail  and/or  a  $299  fine.  Punishment 
could  be  more  severe  if  anyone  is  injured  as  a 
result  of  the  snowball  throwing. 


'Non-criminal'  explosion 
forces  emergency  landing 
of  Air  France  Boeing  747 

KARACHI.  Pakistan  (UPI)  —  A  ear-like  smell  and  called  it  an  i 


KARACHI,  Pakistan  (UPI)  —  A 
suitcase  blew  up  Wednesday  in  the 
cargo  hold  of  an  Air  France  Boeing 
747  with  261  people  aboard,  forcing 
the  plane  into  a  dive  from  an  altitude 
of  18,000  feet  before  making  a  safe 
emergency  landing. 

Pakistan’s  Civil  Aviation  Authority 
ruled  out  sabotage  as  a  cause  of  the 
blast,  which  damaged  the  jetliner’s 
under  carriage.  An  Air  France 
spokesman  in  Paris  also  said  the  ex¬ 
plosion  was  “not  a  criminal  act.” 

No  injuries  were  reported  in  the 
incident,  which  forced  the  jetliner  to 
return  to  the  airport  in  the  southern 
Pakistan  port  city  of  Karachi  20  mi¬ 
nutes  after  takeoff. 

A  Pakistani  Civil  Aviation  Author¬ 
ity  spokesman  told  reporters  the  ex¬ 
plosion  occurred  in  a  suitcase  contain¬ 
ing  a  combustible  material  with  vine- 


gar-like  smell  and  called  it  a 
carelessness.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  The  U.S.  Information 
Agency  needs  more  people,  money  and  power  to 
meet  the  Soviets  in  a  global  “war  of  ideas,”  an 
advisory  committee  reported  Wednesday. 

In  its  annual  report  to  the  president,  the  U.S. 
Advisory  Commission  on  Public  Policy  said  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  needs  to  update  equipment  and  add  staff 
to  counter  the  international  wave  of  “disinforma¬ 
tion”  coming  from  Moscow. 

As  a  first  step,  it  recommended  that  the  USIA 
director  be  made  a  statutory  adviser  to  the  Nation¬ 
al  Security  Council  and  that  the  director  be  given 
more  power  as  the  principal  adviser  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  on  foreign  public  opinion  and  public  di¬ 
plomacy. 

The  report,  submitted  to  President  Reagan, 
Congress,  Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz  and 
USIA  Director  Charles  Wick,  also  said  the  agen¬ 
cy’s  $660  million  fiscal  1984  budget  is  insufficient  for 
its  global  information-dispensing  mission. 

“Measured  in  constant  dollars,  USIA’s  budget 
has  declined  27  percent  since  1967,  and  its  person¬ 
nel  level  has  dropped  34  percent,”  said  commission 
Chairman  Edwin  Feulner  Jr. 

“Even  more  disturbing  is  the  drop  in  the  number 
of  USIA  employees  overseas,  where  the  work  of 
explaining  U.S.  actions  and  supporting  U.S.  poli¬ 
cies  takes  place,”  he  said. 

The  result,  the  commission  said,  is  that  the  agen¬ 
cy  has  been  forced  “to  compete  in  the  war  of  ideas 
with  inadequate  resources  and  obsolete  equip¬ 
ment.” 

There  was  no  immediate  response  to  the  commis¬ 
sion  report,  although  Larry  Speakes,  White  House 
deputy  press  secretary,  said  Reagan  met  for  15  to 
20  minutes  with  the  panel.  He  said  the  president 
has  not  decided  whether  the  USIA  director  should 
be  a  statutory  member  of  the  National  Security 


Council. 

The  purpose  of  the  USIA  is  to  report  U.S.  activi¬ 
ties  and  policies  abroad,  frequently  through  the  use 
of  broadcasts  into  unfriendly  countries. 

The  commission  noted  the  controversy  surround¬ 
ing  Wick  and  his  former  practice  of  taping  tele¬ 
phone  conversations  without  advising  the  party  on 
the  other  end.  It  said  the  tapings  could  affect  the 
USIA’s  ability  to  perform  abroad  and  its  credi¬ 
bility. 

One  commission  member,  Olin  Robison,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Middlebury  College  in  Vermont,  resigned 
from  the  commission  in  protest  of  Wick’s  actions. 

Feulner  said,  however,  that  improvements  in  the 
USIA  last  year  “have  far  outweighed  whatever 
shortcomings  might  be.  seen  in  the  agency.” 

The  commission  report  recommended  the  i _ 

tion  of  a  task  force  to  study  how  other  countries  use 
international  broadcasts  for  their  own  political  pur¬ 
poses. 

It  said  the  United  States  should  join  the  battle  of 
words  with  the  Soviet  Union,  in  which  the  Soviet 
bloc  has  captured  and  perverted  words  such  as 
“people,”  “liberation”  and  “democracy”  to  describe 
various  forms  of  communist  totalitarianism,  the  re¬ 
port  said. 

The  Voice  of  America,  although  it  now  has  42 
language  services,  needs  new  equipment,  the  com¬ 
mission  said. 

More  than  35  percent  of  VGA’s  transmitters  are 
30  years  old  or  older,  the  report  said.  The  commis¬ 
sion  recommended  developing  direct  satellite 
broadcasting  for  the  VGA  or  “superpower”  500 
kilowatt  transmitters. 

The  report  also  was  critical  of  the  decision  to  put 
Radio  Marti,  the  new  federal  program  that  will 
broadcast  specially  tailored  programs  to  Cuba, 
under  the  Voice  of  America.
